The  day  is  past  in  which  a  young  man  or  woman  without  specific 
training  can  enter  an  office  for  an  apprenticeship  in  business  and  hope 
to  succeed.

CLASS  HISTORY

On  the  :24th  of  .June  the  school  closed  for  the  season  of  1040.  Be- 
fore we  put  away  our  books  for  our  summer  vacation  we  had  been 
cautioned  by  our  instructors  not  to  let  the  knowledge  we  had  built  up 
during  the  first  part  of  our  course  at  Payne's  Business  A:  Secretarial
